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Homebuyer Can’t Move Until 
Developer Meets Standards

It seemed simple enough; the couple 
wanted to buy a home in Andover for 
their growing family. Through an agent 
at Cape Realty in Tewksbury, they found 
a suitable new house in ‘‘Phase III”’ of 
the 85-lot subdivision known as Olympic 
Village, located off River Street in the 
south of town. 

They were prepared to make the big 
move when, suddenly, life became com- 
plicated. 

Delays on the part of the developer in 
land stabilization, and in compliance 
with safety issues, led the town planning 
office to issue a “stop work” order— 
which meant that the builder had to 
clean up and stabilize his sites before he 
could resume construction on the newer 
of the 39 homes in ‘‘Phase III.”’ 

The order, issued on June 3, led to the 
town building department’s refusal to 
grant the developer a certificate of occu- 
pancy for the couple’s new house until 
they were satisfied that the required 
work had been done. 

The denial of the certificate led to de- 
lays in the move-in day for the family 
(expectant parents with one young child, 
they would prefer not to see their names 
in print), which led them to temporary 
quarters in the home of friends—and, ul- 
timately, to the floor of Tuesday night’s 
Planning Board meeting. 

The disgruntled homebuyers had been 
mistakenly informed by their real estate 
agent that the board would be holding a 
public hearing on their subdivision, Prin- 
cipal Planner Nancy Jeton told the board 
members. She explained to the couple 
that the delay in their move had hap- 
pened because, in spite of inspections, 
re-inspections and reminders, the devel- 
oper had not remedied a number of life- 
safety issues. These had initially includ- 
ed a buried fire hydrant, rubbish piled 
between houses, leaks in water and sew- 
er lines, and a loam pile that could col- 
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lapse on a child who might be tempted to 
play on it. 

Some of the problems had, by now, 
been rectified—the hydrant had been un- 
covered and the leaks repaired. Some 
had not. Jeton said that her office had 
asked developer Chester Sullivan, of 
Spring Valley Development Corporation 
in Methuen, to clear the site and to stabi- 
lize the ground around the homes in 
Phase III by planting lawns. In her opin- 
ion, she told the couple, ‘“‘you’re very 
close to a point where you’ll be able to 


— 


move in.” 

“‘We’re not angry with the town,’’ the 
woman told Jeton and the board, ‘‘we’re 
angry at the way this has been pre- 
sented.”’ Initially, she said, the family 
had been told that there would be a delay 
in their occupancy of their new home be- 
cause of what they had been led to be- 
lieve was a new problem; later, they had 
learned that the problem was an old one, 
one about which the developer had been 
aware. 

Then, she said, another “‘new”’ prob-

lem would surface—and the occupancy 
date would again be delayed. She said 
that she had heard that, to be considered 
stabilized, the ground around the house 
would have to be covered by grass that is 
one inch high. ‘‘That looks like a long 
ar when the loam’s not in yet,” she 
said. 

To the sympathetic chuckles of board 
members, the woman added, ‘You 
laugh—I don’t have a house. I’m living

AFS Student Gained Broader 
Understanding Of Life Here

Karen Bitler sits on the brocaded 
couch in the living room of David and 
Susan Wahr’s house on Seneca Circle. On 
the floor beside her, the Wahrs’ enor- 
mous, shaggy French sheep dog, Sage, 
perks his ears as she speaks. 

‘I’ve personally gained a lot,” says 
Bitler. ‘‘It’s been a long but short year 
now that I look back, it just flew by, this 

ear. It has given me a broader under- 
tanding of what life is about.”’ 

She is articulate, this 17-year-old Aus- 
trian with the thoughtful brown eyes 
Her accent is soft and slight; she carries 
herself with a quiet self-confidence that 
belies the fact that she has been in And- 
over—and in this home—for only one 
year. 

Bitler came to the United States from 
Vienna as an exchange student through 
the American Field Service program, 
which places more than 3,000 students 
and young adult professionals with 
American host families each year. She is 
the second full-year program student 
guest to live with the Wahrs in six years, 
although they have hosted a number of 
shorter-term boarders from other coun- 
tries. 

According to Sue Wahr, who has been 
a very active member of the Andover 
AFS chapter for the past 10 years, And- 
over High School has played host to one 
or two foreign students each year for 
twenty-two years. The students, who of- 
ten receive financial aid from their gov- 
ernments to supplement family funding 
for the experience, are placed in senior 
year courses—usually on a level that 
makes allowances for anticipated lan- 
guage difficulties—and given the oppor- 
tunity to ‘‘graduate”’ from the school. 

This year, says Wahr, Bitler made 
‘‘A’s’’ in all her coursework and “‘grad- 
uated’’ with high honors. She adds that 
the young woman seemed to feel some- 
what embarrassed because she had not 
been placed in a more challenging level 
of courses. ‘‘She’s very intelligent,”’ she 
says, ‘‘and her English is excellent.”’ 

Bitler had studied English for six 
years in her native Vienna, where she 
lived with her mother and her older 
brother, a dental student in the Austrian 
university system. She was urged to join 
the AFS program by her English teach- 
er. ‘She thought I was a very indepen- 
dent person,”’ she says. 

Even with her background in the lan- 
guage, and the AFS preparatory meet- 
ings and counseling, Bitler found 
immersion into an all-English-speaking 
world a challenge at first. ‘‘No one spoke 
German, of course,’”’ she said. “If felt 
weird speaking English all the time.” 
Initially, she had to translate from one 
language to the other in her head. Then, 
gradually, she began to think in English; 
“Around Christmas time, I started to 
dream in English,” she says. ‘“‘Now, it 
feels wierd speaking German.”’ 

Prior to coming to the U.S., Bitner had 


never spent more than a month away 
from home at one time. She credits the 
Wahrs, with their experience in hosting 
foreign students, for helping her adjust 
through the lonely first months of her 
stay. Christmas time, particularly, was 
difficult. She says that it was not the cel- 
ebration of the holiday itself that under- 
scored her loneliness—not being a 
religious person, she did not give the 
feast a great deal of significance. It was 
the season, she says—the long stretch of 
cold and rainy New England winter. 

“Christmas was a turning point,”’ she 
recalls. Afterward, her isolation seemed 
to lift; she found herself making new 
friendships at school and easing into her 
new life. ‘“‘Ever since Christmas, time 
has been running by,” she says. 

Before her trip, Bitler had met the 
United States on television in Austria— 
‘‘We have Dallas and Dynasty on T.V. 
there,”’ she says wryly. She had thought 
of the country as one in which “‘it would 
be to my disadvantage to discuss foreign 
policy.”’ 

It surprised her, then, to find Andover 
more open to her liberal views than she 
had expected. And her views are liber- 
al—even by Massachusetts standards. 
Describing herself as ‘‘strong-minded—I 
don’t know if I’m narrow-minded, but 
I’m a strong-minded person,”’ Bitler dis- 
agrees with much U.S. foreign policy and 
feels that American politics does not re- 
flect the will of the people, as true de- 
mocracy should. She considers herself a 
feminist, influenced by her reading, her 
ties to her country’s Social Democratic 
Youth organization, and her experience 
in a home where divorce left her mother 
to raise her children by working as a 
nurse. 

Clearly, Bitler has given her politics a 
great deal of thought—and she enjoys 
discussing her views. She will earnestly 
explain why she feels that living in a 
communal, rather than family, situation 
is better for the young: ‘‘I don’t believe 
in family at all...there are not enough 
influences for a child.’’ Or why she feels 
that groups—such as a few families, liv- 
ing in proximity—would do well not only 
to share child-care responsibilities, but 
to pool ownership of major appliances: 
“Shared machines—instead of everyone 
having a car and washing machines and 
so on—it would be so much more eco- 
nomical.”’ 

And, too, she will analyze her own 
opinions with a realism surprising in one 
so young: “‘Of course, if everybody did 
that, the economy would collapse.” 

Bitler admits that her fellow students 
seemed somewhat in awe of her lack of 
timidity in class discussions. ‘‘They often 
seemed to be afraid to speak, them- 
selves,’’ she says. But she feels that she 
might have helped broaden their per- 
spectives; they seemed to listen to what 
she said. 

To a point.

Bitler smiles slightly. For many of her 
Andover High classmates, she says, it 
was okay to discuss government policy— 
“But you can’t criticize. There’s this 
‘love it or leave it’ attitude; once you 
make a statement that’s somewhat neg- 
ative, they think you're trying to offend 
them.”’ 

Often, Bitler found this nationalistic 
response both unsettling and illogical. 
‘They would say, ‘Reagan gave back the 
sense of pride by bombing Libya,’ ’’ she 
says. ‘‘And I would think, what sense of 
pride is it you get from bombing some- 
one?” 

For the most part, she felt that her fel- 
low students viewed politics with an apa- 
thetic eye. If their attitide seemed 
younger than that of a European coun- 
terpart, it was probably because ‘‘you’re 
treated a lot more like a child here than 
at home,” says Bitler. There is, for ex- 
ample, a government-mandated mini- 
mum drinking age here. Also, there is a 
more lax attitude toward education. 
“Here, when you go to college,” she 
says, ‘‘it gives you a couple more years 
to decide what you want to do.” In Aus- 
tria, however, where schooling is free, 
Bitler says that students are less apt to 
change their course of education—and 
that they tend to go to college for longer 
periods of time. 

Bitler says that she enjoys meeting 
people, talking with them and learning of 
their experiences. She was prepared to 
find people in the U.S. somewhat differ- 
ent—and she did. 

When she first got to the high school, 
she found herself staring at students who 
tottered over her in three-inch heels, 
their faces heavily made up beneath 


spiked hair. ‘‘I thought that it was a joke 
the first day of school,’’ she remembers, 
shaking her head. ‘“‘At my high school, 
people would laugh at you—I don’t know 
why so many girls feel a need to do 
that.” Maybe, she speculates, they are 
influenced by soap operas like ‘‘Dallas.”’ 

Andover itself presented a personality 
that she calls ‘‘very reserved.’”’ In Aus- 
tria, she says, she felt comfortable walk- 
ing into stores and greeting strangers; 
here, she feels that such a greeting is 
looked upon with uneasiness. ‘‘It’s hard 
to get farther with people here than a 
‘nice weather’ discussion,’’ she says. 
“‘There’s a wall or something.’’ She ges- 
tures vaguely with hands tipped in long, 
darkly-enameled nails. ‘‘I’ve traveled in 
Canada and the midwest since coming 
here, and its not the same there. It seems 
that it’s just the way Andover seems to 
be set up.”’ 

There is a costly preoccupation with 
owning things here, too, Bitler notes. 
And a pressure to succeed: ‘‘People are 
so afraid to fail here,” she says. ‘‘What- 
ever winning or losing means, they’re 
afraid to lose. They’ve got to ‘have it.’ 
It’s all very sad.” 

In matters deep and superficial, Bitler 
sees many differences between the U.S. 
and Austria. The U.S. is a land of high- 
ways; of huge supermarkets in which 
hundreds of boxes of cereal compete 
with each other, even though they’re 
made by the same companies. It is the 
land of McDonalds and Burger King— 
“There are no little unique stores and 
cafes here, like there are at home,’’ she

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Planners To Move Towar 
aster Plan For Town Roads

The Planning Board will soon take the 
first step toward the construction of a 
master plan for roads in the Town of 
Andover. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, board members 
agreed to draft a letter, in conjunction 
with Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, 
asking that the town Department of Pub- 
lic Works compile a list of factors which 
would have to be studied in order to for- 
mulate the plan. 

The board made its decision, as an 


aside, during a discussion with Town En- 
gineer John Avery of changes proposed 
by the DPW for regulations governing 
water line installations in new subdivi- 
sions. At one point, board member Paul 
Curley noted that wording in one section 
of the proposal implied that the town 
could require developers to replace lines 
leading to a new subdivision if those lines 
would prove inadequate to serve the site 
when developed. 

‘We have been told continuously that

we can’t require developers to do work 
outside a subdivision,’’ he mused. How- 
ever, he went on, this water provision 
would disprove such a prohibition. 

Could the same philosophy applied in 
the proposal, he wondered, also relate to 
streets that were too small to serve a 
new subdivision? 

Perhaps it could, said Physical Plan- 
ner Steve Colyer—if there were a town 
master plan for streets upon which the 
charge of inadequacy could be based. 

Board chairman Michael Houghton 
asked Avery if the DPW is considering 
the formulation of such a plan

Leadership Roles 


The school committee last week approved a 
reorgnaization of leadership roles within the 
school system which, at cursory glance, will lead 
to improvement in the schcol system. 

Teachers currently in the system will be as- 
signed such tiles as team leader, house master, 
special project leader, etc., all dedicated toward 
one goal, improvement of the curriculum and 
overall attentiveness to the modern needs of the 
educational process. 

Aim of the new plan to be implemented in the 
fall is streamlining the asdministrative aspects 
of curriculum and instructional organization; re- 
vise curriculum as needed; improve classroom 
teaching as needed and establish and standardize 
evaluation techniques for curriculum and in- 
structional programs. 

The plan will lead to a streamlining of responsi- 
ind reporting processes which should 
make for a system-wide understanding of the 
town’s educational program. 

Not only is the plan a commendable one, but

also economical, costing in the vicinity of $45,000 
to $55,000 for implementation. 

It will take advantage of talented educational 
personnel currently in the school system. 

They will fit into their leadership roles through 
the use of minimal reduction of classroom time, 
which is even further facilitated by a slight drop 
in enrollment. 

There will be some drawbacks initially due to 
the time of year the plan was presented and 
adopted. 

But administrators will be working out the de- 
tails over the summer months and be prepared 
for implementation when classes resume in Sep- 
tember. The delay will only moderately deter the 
effectiveness of the plan, it is felt. 

While its full effects may not be seen during the 
coming year, the development of new leadership 
functions with attention to curriculum and in- 
structional organization can be looked upon as a 
positive step in keeping Andover’s educational 
system up to date. 


Down The Years With The Townsman 


75 Years Ago—June 1911 
The residents of High street were considerably interested 
last Saturday afternoon and Sunday in the operations of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Howard of Malden, bee fanciers, who 
were engaged in removing the swarm of bees recently 
uncovered in Dr. Fred Bickell’s house. The bees had for 
ten or twelve years made their home under the coving on 
the north side of the house, and their presence there had 
been the cause at times of considerable annoyance to the 
occupants of the house. The climax came last week, when 
the painters suddenly felt the coving give way, and a sec- 
ond later found themselves in the midst of a general mix- 
up of staging, paint, pieces of woodwork, and angry bees. 

Not for many years, if ever, has there been such a de- 
mand for local farming property as at the present time. 
Much of this demand comes from people who desire to 
come to Andover from Boston or other cities and settle in 
communities like this. Such a demand does not, however, 
justify some of the exorbitant prices that are being asked 
for farms that are in the market. If this high price de- 
mand continues, it will be the duty of somebody to see that 
the values fixed by the assessors more nearly approxi- 
mate the values that the owners place upon their prop- 
erty, than they now do. Andover does not want to lose any 
of her residents, but there is plenty of area available for 
home builders to make the town very inviting for many 
new residents...

50 Years Ago—June 1936

at the 9:45 mass Sunday morning. Rev. Albert A. Durant, 
O.S.A., of Lawrence, ordained recently, celebrated the 
mass, and Father Austin awarded the diplomas and 
prizes. 


Miss Isabel Maclaren and John C. Moynihan have been 
each awarded half of the Draper scholarship this year by 
the trustees of the Punchard Free school. Miss Maclaren 
is to enter Boston University and Moynihan will go to Bos- 
ton College. 

Friends of the late H. Winthrop Peirce will be interested 
in the Memorial Exhibition of his work at the Addison 
Gallery, which opens June 27 and will continue until July 
19. Mr. Peirce is represented in the permanent collection 
of the John-Esther Gallery of Abbot Academy by ‘‘Under 
the Chancel Window,”’ and is also represented at Phillips 
Academy.

Defending «hampion Andover Gold launched 
its 1986 Greater-Reading Pony League season on 
a successful note last weekend, spotting intra- 
town archrival Andover Blue an early 2-0 lead 
before roaring from behind for a 7-4 victory at 
the Andover High field.

with friends right now.”’ 

She asked the board for a list of the 
remaining requirements which must be 
met by the builders in order to secure a 
certificate of occupancy, ‘‘so we can get 
on the builder to get it done.’’ She added 
that she had visited the site a number of 
times, to find the building crew absent or 
otherwise engaged: ‘‘They’re not really 
extending themselves to take care of the 
problem,” she said. 

Jeton explained that the builder had 
received the entire list of issues that had 
to be remedied before the ‘‘stop work”’ 
order could be lifted; he had been re- 
sponsible for his own piecemeal presen- 
tation of the problems and delays to his 
clients. She indicated that the issues she 
had listed for the couple at the beginning 
of the meeting were, to her knowledge, 
the only violations hindering occupancy, 
and reiterated that she felt that the 
builder would remedy the situation soon.

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A survey was conducted among 200 
members selected at random from the 
National Restaurant Association mem- 
bership, with proportional representa- 
tion from all 48 continental states. 

Some statistics on respondents: 

1. Seventy-four percent characterize 
themselves as family service, medium- 
check; 17% say they’re white-cloth, high- 
check types; and 9% say they’re fast 
food and carry-out places. 

2. The sample says 17% of their reve- 
nues come from breakfast, 30% from 
luncheon, and 53% from dinner. 

3. The average restaurant in the sam- 
ple redecorates (paints or washes) every 
2.5 years, while it completely remodels 
and refurnishes every 5.7 years. 

4. The sample says 54% of customers 
prefer to sit in side chairs (not arms), 
30% like arm chairs, 6% like swivel 
chairs, and 10% prefer booths. 

Some conclusions. 

1. Dining out involved companionship, 
even at breakfast. Most people eat with 
two persons or more: 38% with two more 
at breakfast, 48% at lunch, 57% at din- 


ner. 

2. Most dining patrons (47% to 59%) 
prefer to sit at tables rather than in 
booths or at the counter 
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3. Anywhere from 54% to 61% of diners 
are men. 

4. Men spend less time at dinner (1 
hour 35 minutes vs. 1 hour 30 minutes). 

9. Breakfast averages $1.12 in price, 
luncheons $1.70 and dinners $3.95. Lun- 
cheons and dinners are higher-priced at 
private parties in the same restaurants. 
Prices have stayed approximately the 
same over the past year. 

6. Men tip consistently higher than 
women: 13% vs. 9% at breakfast, 14% 
vs. 10% at lunch, and 15% vs. 12% at din- 
ner. 

7. Tastes in foods vary between men 
and women. At breakfast, over two- 
thirds of men prefer eggs with some 
form of breakfast meat (bacon, sausage, 
ham), while almost half of the women 
prefer rolls or toast. At luncheon beef is 
preferred by the men, while the women 
want salads. At dinner, nearly half the 
men like steak, while the same number 
of women prefer seafood. 

8. Men and women see almost eye-to- 
eye on the ordering of dessert; only 
about a quarter to a third do so. Pies are 
the preferred luncheon dessert for those 
men who do order, and they’re also the 
leading favorite with women. At dinner, 
pies lead with men, but women prefer ice

cream. 

9. Where drinks are available, the men 
will outdrink the women: 1.5 vs. 1.1 cock- 
tails at lunch, 2.5 vs. 1.5 cocktails at din- 
ner. 

10. Cash is the preferred method of 
paying for a meal. 95% at breakfast, 89% 
at luncheon, 84% at dinner. 


The word ‘‘tips” is said to have origi- 
nated from the first letters of the phrase 
‘‘to insure prompt service.” Since most 
tipping is done after the service has been 
performed, it would appear to reward 
rather than to insure good service. 


But why should tipping be a prereq- 
uisite for being served promptly and 
courteously? Frankly, I do not think that 
it is. Rather, I believe that the custom 
must have originated as a sort of status 
symbol on the part of the served to dem- 
onstrate their ability to pay for special 
treatment. 


For many years, waitresses, waiters, 
bellboys and other service employees in 
many large hotels, restaurants and clubs 
not only worked for their tips, alone but 
actually paid for the privilege of work- 
ing. With the advent of the minimum 
wage laws, this custom was abolished.

Some Places Now 


Add ‘Gratuity’ 
To Your Bill 


Restaurants and hotels across the country have begun 
to adopt the European practice of automatically adding to 
the customer’s bill a ‘‘gratuity”’ or service charge. 

Rather than allowing the patron to decide when and how 
much to tip, as has been traditional in this country, a 
predetermined percentage of the food and beverage total 
is added before the patron receives the bill. 

A Gallup Organization survey of diners’ attitudes to- 
ward the two systems of tipping revealed 88 percent of 
those responding preferred the traditional method of tip- 
ping. 

Only 9 percent expressed a preference for an automatic 
surcharge of 15 percent. 

A nationally representative sample of adults was asked 
the following question: 

When dining out in a restaurant for dinner, which of the 
following methods of tipping would you prefer — the res- 
taurant adds 15 percent of your total bill to the check to be 
given as a tip, or you personally decide on the amount of 
money to be given as a tip? 

While only a small number of consumers said they 
would prefer the 15 percent surcharge, even fewer of 
those people surveyed who dine out often said they would 
prefer the European method of tipping. 

Only 7 percent of those who eat out on the average of 
four or more times a week reported they would prefer a 15 
percent surcharge added to the check. Yet the automatic 
tip was preferred by 11 percent of those who dine out in- 
frequently. 

A preference for the automatic surcharge was highest 
among adults age 65 and older and women who are not 
employed outside the home, two groups that dine out rela- 
tively infrequently. 

It is apparent that most consumers, especially those 
who dine out often, want to make their own decisions 
about the amount of tip to leave when they have dinner 
out. This preference may not be based on the amount of 
money involved, but perhaps because customers feel that 
personal discretion on tipping is the best way that they 
can ensure prompt and courteous service.
